MY DKAB MOTHEB—Here we are, 


crniiing along, with

kay« on our left or leeward side, and 
the broad Bahama channel on our 
right, or windward side.

ue steaming along at full sp?ed are 
the two monitors Pnritan and Terror, 
looking like two little animated puff- 
ing tube, and the more dignified and 
stately Montgomery with a kind of 
dignified air ol disgust at having to 
jog along in such slow company.

We had the good fortune 


to secure from the supply ship Glacier, 
about 'iOO pounds of ioe, 50 pounds of 
rreeh meats, and a barrel of potatoes, 
one-frjrrth pound of onion!1, and some 
canned corn and tomatoes, no we are 
living onoe more. 
We have run into 


•warmer weather now that we have 
run under the line of the Bahamas, and 
I hope that it will cool off as we ap 
proach the north. If it does not we 
may have the misfortune to be quar- 
antined for ten days when we reach 
the Port oi New York on account of 
coming from the yellow fever district. 
How exasperatii g- chat would be to 
have 10 lay off SUten Island with 
New York in eight, not a man allowed 
to go amore, and no jellow fever 
aboard. 
But we had better wait till 


wa come to our troubles 
before

easier, and the time does not seem to 
pess so slowly.

hausted." 


Experienced iu Hospitals, 


Mr. Bond had three years and a 


half of service in the United States 
hospitals during toe civil war. 
He 


was attached to the general hospita 
service at Fort Riley, Kansas, then 
went to the United States Post hospi- 
tal at Coluccbus, Ky.; was made stew- 
ard ol the United States Post hospital 
at Camp Randall, Madison, and later 
•was acting steward for the United 
Slates general hospital in Milwaiikee. 
His experience in hospital manage- 
ment and camp sanitation made him a 
careful observer iu Jacksonville, and 
give his opinions unusual weight. Mr. 
Bond spent considerable time investi- 
gating conditions in Jacksonville,

came back satisfied that lack of disci- 
pline and lack of adequate policing 
were responsible for much ot the sick- 
ness.

they had eight sick instead of <our 
hundred AS waa the ease with the 
First Wisconsin. That regiment had 
been under strict police regulations 
from the first. The men had been 
compelled to keep tents, streets, com- 
pany kitchen, in fict all their part ol 
the cioap perfectly clean and sweet. 
They were also held strictly to the 
regular army 
rations, 
and were 


not allowed to touch any fruit.

sonville citizens claim that in the hot- 
test weather men from nearly all the

The Red Cross nurses began to arrive 
ia nuubers about a week Bgo, and the 
change in the condition Of the patients 
was marvelou*. 


"If that hospital had had the assis- 


tance and symoatby of the people from 
the first ineteid of their curtieF, flfty 
per cent of those whj died would be

Washington, Sept. 14.—The cabinet 


sessions Tuesday were ve-- y important. 
All the members were present, with the 
exception of Secretary Alger, who is in 
Michigan. 
The instructions for 
the 


guidance of the peace commissioners 
were submitted in well-advanced form, 
having been drafted by Secretary Day 
to represent the views of the president, 
who desired and secured a free discus- 
sion of them by .the cabinet. It is not 
known what changes, if any, were 
made, or whether the Philippine ques- 
tion had been disposed of. 


The members of the cabinet refuse 


absolutely to discuss the matter, hav- 
ing been placed under a pledge of se- 
crecy by the president, who believes 


• that publication of the instructions at 


this time would seriously impair the 
work of the commission. 


The idea prevailing is that the island 


of Luzon will be demanded by the 
United States, the remainder of the 


. Philippine group 
to continue 
under 


Spanish rule, with a guaranty of good 
government, the removal of the causes 
that led to the Philippine insurrection, 
a pledge that none of the Spanish ter- 
ritory will be disposed of without the 
consent of the United States, and cer- 
tain 
commercial 
concessions 
from 


Spain in the Philippines 
and 
other 


eastern possessions. 


All the members of the cabinet agree 


that Manila, with its harbor and bay, 
should be retained as a commercial and 
naval base, with sufficient surrounding 
territory to make it self-supporting and 
assure its defense. 
Several 
of 
the 


members are reported to strongly fa- 
vor the retention of the entire island 
of Luzon, but it is not known that any 
argue in favor of keeping the entire 
archipelago. 


The president listened with much in- 


terest to the views of his cabinet offi- 
cers, and will discuss the question with 
the peace commissioners, after vhich 
his policy will be given the form of 
complete instructions to be submitted 
at the cabinet meeting Friday for final 
ratification. 


"While the commissioners will go to 


Paris with instructions practically in 
the form of a demand, and will not be

The sentiment in Spain at this time

tion of territory will cause a revolu- 
tion. The 
effort 
to disgrace 'Ge.is. 


Blanco, Linares, Weyler, Admiral Cer- 
vera and o:hcr officers of the army 
and navy has inflamed the public mind 
to a degree where the people arc ready 
for revolution. This condition in £p»in 
is the cause of the belief that the Span- 
ish commissioners will be forced lo 
the position of compelling the United 
States to continue the war to obtain 
the Philippine territory desired. It now 
seems probable that if the territory is 
voluntarily surrendered 
the govern- 


ment will have an uprising at homo 
that will be more disastrous than a 
few shots from Dewey's ships or a 
naval demonstration off the coast o£ 
Spain. 


An eminent justice of the supreme 


court said that he expected the Phil- 
ippine question to be settled by mili- 
tary occupation. He has been closely 
following developments and firmly be- 
lieves that Spain will refuse to sur- 
render any more territory. 


Assistant Secretary of War Meik'.e- 


john is also of the opinion that the 
ultimate outcome will be that the 
United States will be compelled to con- 
tinue military operations in the Phil- 
ippines until its control over the ter- 
ritory desired is not contested. He is 
prepared for the failure o£ the Paris 
commission. 


The president also takes the view 


that the war is not over, and while he 
hopes for a peaceful solution of the 
Philippine question, he will not permit 
any more of the volunteer regiments 
to be mustered out until the work of 
the commission is advanced and the 
policy of the Spaniards developed. 


There are now in the service, in- 


cluding the regulars and volunteers, 
and not including the soldiers on fur- 
lough awaiting muster cut, about 1-60.- 
000 men. This fcrce is considered ade- 
quate to nu-et all possible emergen- 
cies.

The purpose when the muster-out 


began was to muster out .100,000 vol- 
unteers. A little over 90,000 have al- 
ready been mustered out. The reten-
